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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-10 and 12-15 are pending in the application, as claim 1 1 has 
been previously canceled without prejudice, and dependent claim 15 has been 
previously added. In the Office Action, claims 1-10 and 12-15 were rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,067,297 to Beach 
(Beach) in view of U.S. Patent Application No. 2003/0099221 to Rhee (Rhee) and 
further in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2007/0054632 to Lu (Lu). 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to clarify that the access point that 
communicates with the communication device is an associated access point when 
the frame exchange is initiated by the communication device. Independent claims 
8, 10 and 14 have been similarly amended. Support for the amendments can be 
found on page 8, lines 5-14 of the application, and no new matter has been 
added. 

The Examiner has admitted that Beach does not disclose the limitation that 
frame exchange is initiated by the communication device (see page 3 of the Final 
Office Action). In addition, Rhee describes a process in which a remote terminal 
broadcasts a "hello" message to interrogate its surroundings (see paragraph 
0049). When a base station receives the hello packet, the base station responds 
by generating and broadcasting a confirmation packet (see paragraph 0051). 
That is, the remote terminal of Rhee is not associated with any particular base 
station when it broadcasts its hello message. As such, Applicants submit that one 
of skill in the art would be taught away from adding the hello broadcast initiated by 
the remote terminal of Rhee to the frame exchange sequence described in Beach 
because the power save polling (PSP) mobile unit of Beach is already associated 
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with an access point when the access point initiates frame exchange (see col. 1 1 , 
lines 33-34). More specifically, it would be superfluous and inefficient and would 
add overhead and delay to the exchange sequence of Beach to add an 
unnecessary hello message that is blindly broadcast to any number of 
unassociated access points. 

In view of the above, Applicants submit that the above claims are 
patentable over the prior art. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of 
the claims is respectfully requested. Passing of this case is now believed to be in 
order, and a Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited. 

No amendment made was related to the statutory requirements of 
patentability unless expressly stated herein. No amendment made was for the 
purpose of narrowing the scope of any claim, unless Applicants have argued 
herein that such amendment was made to distinguish over a particular reference 
or combination of references.
